A.S ITS 
name Im- 
plies. New 
Mexico'B hla- 
tory la close- 
ly allied with 
Old MeHeo, 

It was the 

Spanish who were Itt first es- 
plurert, De Vuca visitini; ihls 
region In ISiO and Curunudo 
four years later. The natives 
were the Pueblo Indians, al- 
though they are soin;iiues errone- 
ously reputed to have been .\/.- 
te<'s us tliey were well advanced 
In tlie art.s und bad a compara- 
tively high civilization. These 
ludluiu were conquered In L'/.'S 
hy Juun de Ouate and became 
subject to Spanish rule, being 
forced to work the mines and 
pay trlbttta. Mlaaloaa wan oatab- 
Uabad and Santa Fe waa foawM 
aboat lOOS. 

Baeept for a parted tt tm 
yean wbao tba Indiana nvoltad 
and maintained ibair Indepeo- 
dence. New Mexico remained un- 
der SpauUh control until In 
Mexico gained Its Independence 
from Spain and New Mexico 
became u province of Mexico. 
Thus It remained until ilie out- 
break of the Mexican war, when 
In 1'>4U Colonel Kearny luurcbed 
from Fort Leavenworth with bis 
troops, occupied Santa Fe and 
declaied this region a part ot the 
United Statea. By tbe Treaty 
with Mexico In 1M8. the upper 
part Qt tha atala waa fomally 
(^»ded to tha Ualtad ttataa aad 
the Terrltary at Maslco waa or- 
ganlaed la IflBl, which reached 
from Texas to California. 

Arlaona waa set off from New 
Mexico In 1803 and u few years 
later a portion was contributed 
to Colorado. Appllcutlon fur ad- 
mission as a slate started in 
185U. but It was not until lUlO 
that New Mexico becaaw tha 
forty-seventh state.
